General Kitchener is trying to outmarch 
and out think the Boers, thus checking 
their retreat, if possible, and driving 
them back into tile bands of MacDonald 
aud French. 
The war oflice m essage communicated 
to Mr. Lucy seems to indicate that Lord 
Kitchener has either got ahead of the 
Boers or is about to realize bis plan, and 
that the war office awaits a decisive re­ 
sult. 
Meanwhile,

A d v e n t a n d D e v e l o p m e n t o f t h e E d i ­ 
t o r i a l In N e w s p a p e r * . 
“I know what ‘leaders’ are, for I have 
written them .” said Benjamin Disraeli 
in the course of a speech iu the house 
of commons, aud. though all of us may 
not have written “leaders” for The 
Morning Post and other newspapers, 
like Disraeli, we all at least know the 
meaning of the term “leaders.” 
For more than IOO years after the 
publication of the first daily newspa­ 
per The Daily Courant, which consist­ 
ed of a small sheet printed on one side 
only aud made Its appearance In Lon­ 
don In March. 1702. the “dailies” con 
fined themselves to what is perhaps 
the proper business of a newspaper, 
the publication of the largest possible 
amount of news, and made no attem pt 
whatever to mold or direct public opin­ 
ion. 
At the opening of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury “the leading article” first appear­ 
ed in the morning papers. It was orig­ 
inally called the “leaded article,” be- 
cause of the “leads” or spaces intro­ 
duced between the lines to spread out 
the article aud give It an imposing ap 
pea ranee in order that it might at once 
attract the eye of even the most casual 
reader. 
After a time it was called 
“leading article” or “leader” or “edi­ 
torial.” names by which it Is now uni­ 
versally known in newspaper offices. 
At the beg!tining "leaders” were pub 
fished only tentatively. Their publica­ 
tion was irregular. In form they were 
brief—w p should call them “editorial 
paragraphs" now—aud they were priu 
cipally used to direct special attention 
to some important event recorded in the 
news columns. 
But 75 years ago they 
became a settled and regular feature 
of the daily newspaper and a potent 
agency for promoting opinions, polit!

The most potent f ct or in 
the rally was the very Lu ge inc! ease in 
earnings for the second week in Febru­ 
ary shown by a number of railroads. 
Norfolk and Western made the most 
striking exhibit, with an increase over 
the corresponding period of last year of 
$133,858, which is very nearly UG per 
cent. This resulted in very large ab­ 
sorption of the stock at an extreme ad­ 
vance cf 2%, and had a sympathetic ef­ 
fect on all the bituminous coal carrying 
roads, contributing to the rally iii Penn­ 
sylvania and Baltimore and Ohio.
